LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  31  states  as 
follows: 

*  *  * 

"Interest  in  Pima  continues  in  several  quarters, 
but  the  mills  are  not  yet  willing  to  meet  the  prices 
quoted.     Number  twos  of  good  character  are  offered 
at  68  cents,   and  some  twos  and  threes  at  58  to  60 
cents,  but  mills  are  trying  now  to  buy  at  55  cents. 
New  crop  is  offered  at  50  cents,   and  they  do  not 
wish  to  pay  more  than  5  cents  premium  for  the  earlier 
delivery . 

"Trading  in  Egyptian  Sakel  took  place  this  week, 
but  it  was  very  limited  in  volume.     The  grade  was 
considerably  better  than  medium  and  the  cotton  was 
on  the  spot  In  this  country,  the  price  being  only  very 
slightly  under  the  70  cents  level.    Medium  grade  Sakel 
can  be  had  at  60  t%  62  cents,  while  slightly  lower 
grade  is  quoted  around  58  cents.     There  has  been  no 
trading  reported,  however.     New  crop  Sakel  of  medium 
grade  is  quoted  at  50  cents  but  no  buying  activity 
has  developed.  ***

Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  cont'd. 

"Most  of  the  mill  men  are  looking  for  a  severe  dip 
In  cotton  future  prices  between  now  and  July  and 
they  are  therefore  very  cautious  about  raw  material 
purchases  at  present  levels,  unless  they  are  in 
straits  for  the  cotton.     The  reserve  supply  beyond 
what  is  needed  for  business  now  on  the  books,   is  so 
limited,  however,   that  it  is  believed  that  any  material 
lowering  of  the  future  markets  will  bring  a  number  of 
the  mills  in  as  purchasers  against  their  forward 
requirements  both  definite  and  indefinite.  Meanwhile, 
old  crop  cotton  is  being  bought  only  for  comparatively 
immediate  use.

UNSATISFACTORY  CHARACTER  OF  IAST  SAKE!  CROP. 


Efforts  of  the  Arizona  growers  of  Pima  cotton  to  protect 
the  purity  of  their  planting  seed  should  be  stimulated  by 
the  following  quotations  from  an  editorial  in  the  Textile 
World,  issue  of  May  23,  1925: 


"The  disastrous  experiences  this  season  of  users  of 
Egyptian  Sakellaridis  cotton  with  mixed  staple  and  highly- 
speculative  market  conditions  are  calculated  to  make  them 
unusually  cautious  in  their  purchases  from  next  season's 
crop,  and  it  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  there  is  little 
in  the  present  outlook  for  the  new  crop  that  gives  certainty 
of  any  marked  improvement  in  the  character  of  the  staple 
that  will  be  marketed,   or  of  less  speculative  market  con- 
ditions.    It  was  the  relatively  low  price  of  Sak.  cotton 
that  last  season  stimulated  the  mixing  at  the  gins  of  low 
grade  Sak.  and  Pillion  with  tenderable  and  higher  grades  of 
Sak.,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  was  the  failure  of 
the  Egyptian  government  to  enforce  laws  and  regulations 
that  would  have  minimized  these  abuses  that  was  an  important 
contributing  cause,  and  there  are  few  well  acquainted  with 
Egyptian  politics  who  expect  the  Egyptian  government  to 
adopt  a  more  effective  policy  the  coming  season. 

*  *  * 

"Encouraged  by  this  season's  high  prices  Egyptian  fellaheen 
have  planted  a  considerably  larger  acreage  of  Sakellaridis 
than  last  season  and  much  less  Pillion  and  other  of  the 
short  stapled  Egyptians.     This  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  there  will  be  a  proportional  increase  in  the  yield  of 
straight  Sak,  even  though  weather  conditions  are  favorable 
during  the  balance  of  the  season,  because  of  an  insufficient 
supply  of  straight  Sak.  seed  for  planting.     This  was 
partially  due  to  the  mixed  seed  that  resulted  from  mixing 
cotton  at  the  gin,  and  also  to  lack  of  straight  seed  pro- 
vided by  the  government  experimental  farms  since  English 
control  of  the  latter  was  eliminated.  ***

THE  CROP  IN  ESYPT. 


rtCotton"  of  May  16  contains  the  following  dispatch  from 
J.  Rolo  &  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated  May  1st: - 

"The  new  crop,  which  until  about  three  weeks  ago  was 
progressing  normally,  has  unfortunately  suffered  a  severe 
setback  since  then.    A  spell  of  exceptionally  cool 
weather  has  retarded  its  growth,  and  very  strong  winds 
have  either  scorched  or  killed  many  of  the  young  plants. 
Re-sowing  on  a  large  scale  has  taken  place,  and  is  still 
proceeding  in  almost  all  parts  of  the  Delta  as  well  as 
in  Upper  Egypt . 

"To  render  matters  worse,  the  bulk  of  seed  employed 
for  re-sowing  is  either  of  mixed  or  inferior  quality,  and 
therefore  not  fit  to  be  used  for  that  purpose,  but  the 
only  alternative  would  have  been  to  abstain  from  re-sowing 
as  the  supply  of  pure  sowing  seed,  with  perhaps  a  few 
small  exceptions,  was  exhausted  some  time  ago. 

"Without  wishing  to  appear  too  pessimistic,  we  cannot 
help  feeling  anxious  about  the  prospects  of  the  crop. 
Even  if  its  condition  should  improve  during  the  next  few 
months,  we  shall  still  be  faced  with  the  disadvantage 
of  a  late  crop  with  all  the  evil  consequences  and  possi- 
bilities which  that  entails,  such  as  prolonged  exposure 
to  the  ravages  of  insect  pest  and  the  vagaries  of  the 
weather  in  the  autumn."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June'  7  states  as 
follows.: 

"Demand  has  flattened  out  considerably  in  the 
various  New  England  cotton  markets  during  the  past 
week  or  so  and  trading  has  been  confined  almost 
wholly  to  small  odd  lots,  partly  for  replacement 
and  filling  in,  but  partly  also  to  cover  additional 
new  orders,  tafe'afl  by  certa-in  cf '  the  mills  to  tide 
them  over  until  the  new  crop  and  the  normal  flow 
of  fall  orders. 

"Offerings  of  desirable  spinning  cotton  are  none 
too  heavy  and  it  is  very  hard  to  buy  in  volume,  but 
the  mills  have  been  very  indifferent  buyers  during 
the  past  few  days  and  have  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  offers 
in  many  instances.     So  much  so,  in  fact,  that  the 
offering  of  a  limited  quantity  of  long  stapled  cotton 
owned  by  one  of  the  fine  goods  mills,  brought  about  a 
decidedly  weaker  tone  in  the  long  fibered  types,  though 
it  is  doubtful  if  it  would  be  possible  to  buy  500  to 
1,000  bales  of  cotton  longer  than  inch  and  a  quarter, 
without  putting  the  market  up  several  cents  a  pound.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June  14  states  as 
follows : 

"Demand  for  cotton  in  New  England  became  rather 
listless  during  the  past  week  and  trading  seemed  to 
be  reduced  to  small  replacement  buying  in  odd  lots, 
and  occasionally  filling  in  lots  sold  to  mills 
supposedly  for  covering  new  orders  taken,  or  to  last 
out  until  new  crop. 

"There  are  many  cotton  merchants  who  still  refuse 
to  believe  that  all  New  England  mills  have  sufficiently 
covered  their  needs  and  can  go  through  to  the  new 
crop  on  present  operating  schedules  without  buying 
more  raw  material  out  of  the  old  crop.  Manufacturers, 
however,  seem  not  at  all  anxious  as  to  their  supply 
of  raw  material,  and  this,  together  with  the  lateness 
of  the  season,  has  wrought  a  considerable  change  in 
shippers.    Most  of  them  are  showing  more  disposition 
to  turn  loose  their  holding  in  response  to  any  reason- 
able offerings,  and  this  attitude  resulted  in  sales 
P  of  long  staple  cotton  this  week  at  39  cents  for  middling 

inch  and  five  sixteenths,  and  38  cents  for  middling 
full  inch  and  a  quarter.     ***  '

"Occasional  demand  for  spot  Egyptians  was  reported, 
with  sales  of  medium  grade  Sakel  on  the  spot  at  63 
to  64  cents.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OP 
PIMA  AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS, 
MAY ,  1925. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of 
American  Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  May 
as  1,202  hales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with 
1,329  hales  in  April  and  1,532  bales  in  March.     The  mill 
consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as 
having  been  16,893  bales  in  May,   compared  with  18,532  bales 
in  April  and  17^,965  bales  in  March. 


THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 


The  Cotton  Gazette  of  May  23  contains  the  following: 


Messrs.  P.  August ino  &  Co.  write,  Alexandria,  14th  May.- 
n  ***  concerning  the  new  crop  during  the  last  few  days  there 
has  been  hardly  any  progress ,  the  weather  having  been  rather 
unfavourable.     There  are  serious  complaints  as  regards  the 
backwardness  and  the  sickly  condition  of  the  plant.  Owing 
to  resowings  having  been  necessary  on  a  very  much  larger 
scale  than  normally  foreseen  we  hear  that  in  many  instances 
poor  seed  has  had  to  be  employed  and  it  is  feared  that  next 
year  there  will  be  at  least  as  much  mixed  cotton  if  not 
more  than  this  season." 


Messrs.  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  write,  Alexandria, 
7th  May.  -  "Crop,   1925:     Crop  news  shows  no  great  change  on 
the  week.    Weather  conditions  are  now  in  favour  of  the  plant 
but  there  is  a  good  deal  of  leeway  to  be  made  up  before  the 
state  of  the  crop  can  be  considered  normal;   at  the  present 
moment  the  general  delay  in  the  Delta  may  be  put  at  about 
15  days.     Sakel  planting  in  the  Delta  has  this  year  regained 
its  popularity  and  probably  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
will  be  under  this  variety,    V?ater  supply  is,  for  the  time 
being,   sufficient  and  the  various  rumours  circulating  to 
the  contrary  have  no  foundation  in  fact."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June  21  states  as 
follows: 

''Demand  for  cotton  was  slightly  more  active  in  the 
various  New  England  consuming  centers  during  the  past 
week,   though  it  was  entirely  in  small  lots,-  and 
indeed  could  not  be  otherwise  in  the  absence  of  any 
large  lot  offerings.     The  pressure  for  replacements 
was  not  so  much  in  evidence,  but  the  cotton  manu- 
facturers found  the  cotton  goods  markets  somewhat 
more  active  and  booked  sufficient  new  business  to 
cause  them  to  somewhat  revise  and  modify  their  plans 
for  summer  curtailment;  hence  they  were  more  disposed 
to  buy  additional  small  lots  of  raw  material  to  tide 
over  until  the  new  crop  cotton  comes  in.     On  the  other 
hand,  there  were  many  instances  where  the  mills  in 
canvassing  their  present  stocks  of  raw  material  have 
found  a  surplus  beyond  probable  needs  of  the  next  three 
or  four  months  and  have  been  reselling  this  surplus 
at  current  old  crop  prices  and  replacing  with  new  crop. 

"Prices  have  remained  virtually  unchanged,  and  sellers 
seem  anxious  to  liquidate  their  holdings,  but  unwilling 
to  do  so  at  any  marked  sacrifice  in  price.

"Interest  apparently  has  "been  greater  in  the  extra 
staple  lengths  than  in  the  shorter  cottons,  though 
there  is  still  great  difficulty  in  "buying  Boston 
eighths  and  Commercial  eighths.  *** 

"There  has  been  a  jump  in  Egyptian  quotations  for 
prompt  shipment,  which  is  being  attributed  to  the 
adverse  crop  news,   especially  on  Sakel.     Spot  quota- 
tions have  changed  hardly  at  all,  however,  and  medium 
grade  spot  Sakel  is  still  available  between  61  and 
64  cents,  with  high  grades  quoted  around  70  cents. 
Prompt  shipment  cotton  can  be  had  at  the  same  levels 
as  spots,  but  is  said  to  be  harder  to  find  than  spot 
cotton.    New  crop  Sakel  of  medium  grade  can  be  had 
around  50  cents,  though  some  quote  as  high  as  55  cents.

"There  has  been  little  dealing  in  Egyptian,  with  the 
exception  of  an  occasional  purchase  of  higher  grade 
Sakel.  . 

"Inquiry  for  Pima  is  reported  with  sales  of  twos 
around  64  cents  and  of  fours  and  fives  around  61  cents. 
There  are  very  few  offerings  of  old  crop,  but  new  crop 
is  being  quoted  at  46  to  48  cents  for  number  twos
